FOSTER INVESTMENTS. 


An errot in regard to the parentage 
of Elizabeth Foster, the original Mother 
Goose, is noted on examination of the 
records of the family of mariners of 
Charlestown. She was the-daughter of 
William of Charlestown, captain of the 
Dolphin, who was captured by the 
Turks with his young son Isaac, and 
held for two years — “long time ago.” 
Isaac came back to graduate at Harvard 
and preach to the CLristians at Hart- 
ford. Wecan claim the second hus 
band of his widow, however, as’ one of 
the Woodbridge line cf ministers, and 
that is as near as we can ‘get to the 
songstress, 

The Fosters of Andover did not seem 

_ to furnish seamen as far as I have gone. 
Once in a while we get a blacksmith, a 
‘tanner, and Jate in the line a school- 
master; but the bulk of the taxpayers 
here run the scale from yeomen, hus- 
bandman to gentleman deceased, with- 
out great variation. The line of Wil- 
liam Foster are eminently qualified in 
the survey of lands, and this skill goes 
into the girls’ descent.. They seem to 
be employed in carrying chains.all over 
New England, and it is Father difficult 
to sort out the pioneers and place them 

’ without error. 

I have four Jobn Fosters which have 
cost me much correspondence «and 
study, partly on account of our tax list, 
which names John Junior and Senior, 
both in the North and South Parishes, 
then the arrangement is changed in 
the marriage records to the four in line. 
Deeds with wives attached give much 
information. I am indebted to the 

“very valuable chart of the family line 
of the late Moses Foster, prepared by 
Mr. Foster who was reckoned our most 
accurate town clerk, and printed a few 


years ago by W.F. Draper. Perhaps | 


when he undert60x ihis work he found 
the same conundrums that ‘puzzle us 
for there is much to fill out in his 
paper. 

Of the children of *Ephraim and 
Hanna (Eames), on the Boxford line, 
*Hanna married Timothy Stiles of Box- 
ford in 1701, and in 1794, nearly 100 
years later, we get the Stiles estates 
transferred to our Deacon John Foster 
of the Pond District. Many of them 
have settled Wendall in Hampden Co., 
Sutton of Worcester Co., Marblehead, 
‘Amherst, N. H., Bridgewater, Maine. 
There are four left in the North Parish 
still and one has strayed into the 
Center here. Middleton history is well 
related by a Stiles. ‘Jemima Foster 
married Ezekiel Ladd of an old Box- 
ford line, while Ruth went off to start 

- Brookfield with Jacob Abbott, in 1722. 

Someone has been good enough to send 

us the story of the settlement and that 

of Hardwick which was formed from it 
for our Library and the story of those 
who have come back to us from the 
two old towns is very interesting read. 
ing. It has always been a majter of 
wonder how our Parson and_ his» dele- 
gate could go to Lancaster and ordain 
aman and get back in two days in 
those early times, when a trip down 
the Merrimack in a boat with the 
return on the swift electric takes the 
best of a day.

John Foster, who began the anxiety 
that those of that name have stirred up 
all along the line, married Rebecca 
Roe of a Boxford line. The Fosters 
owe much of their success in life to 
this very excellent place in which girls 
of the old fashioned kind are still raised. 
Her, grown-up children were ‘John who 
was killed by lightning before his aged 
father died, and *Stephen. <A second 
wife, Dorcas Hovey, saved none. John 
married Debora Barker, and Stephen 
married Abigail Kimball, and the Pond 
District should have been named for 
either the Barker or the Foster fami- 
hes. They polished up the farms 
around the Pond, and did more to make 
that part of Andover beautiful than 
many of the more restless tax-payers. 
They went to war, took the paper 
money, came home and tucked it away 
in their chests, and picked up the hoe 
where they laid it down.

‘Clarissa Foster mar- 
ried Hiram Berry of Andover, *Mary 
Peabody’ married Charles Barnes of 
Leicester, and the lines unite in the 
marriage of ‘Elizabeth Foster and Dea- 
con John F. Kimball now resident in 
this Parish. 

The well known record of sMoses 
Foster, born 1821, his careful work in 
public service, the trust reposed in him 
in the care of estates, the good will 
from all classes felt for this unobtrusive 
sympathetic, and loyal spirit, who 
quietly went about his daily work, with 
a sense of humor that never became 
offensive, but which must have bright- 
ened the dull round of duties to which 
he was called, all this weight of char.

CUBANS ARE STARVING, 


Distress Is Even Greater In Interior 


Than In City of Havana. 

Key West, Fla., Aug. 24.—Distressing 
reports continue to reach here from Ha- 
Vana. 

Passengers arriving this mérning by 
Steamcr Ceorge W. Childs say the suf- 
fering among the poorer classes is ap- 
palling. Organized bands of beggars 
roam through the city in every direction, 
seeking focd, and pinched faces are met 
with everywhere. Mohs gather daily 
around the free kitchens, awaiting the 


distribution of cooked food,®and after 
obtaining rations, return to the public 
parks and boulevards, where the stretch 
themselves on the benches and grass in 
all their wretchedness, 


Thousands of unemployed gather at 
La Punta and other approaches oppo- 
site the Morro, at the entrance to the 
harbor, and wildly cheer every arriving 
American vessel, which they imagine 
brings food supplies for free distribu- 
tion. 

Those more fortunate, who either own 
or can. hire a small boat, surround the 
vessels while they are at anchor be- 
seeching to be given something to eat. 
The authorities are compelled to use 
force to keep them from going aboard 
the vessels. 

The insurgent forces, which still keep 
under arms in Havana and Pinar del 
“Rio provinces, are likewise suffering for 
food.

SUNSHINE NEEDED, 


An Excess of Moisture’! In Southern Part 
of New England, 

Boston, Aug, 23.—In Maine and parts 
of New Hampshire and Vermont the 
weather the past Week was fairly good, 
permitting a renewal of farm work, har- 
vesting, haying and plowing; but for 
the remainder of the district cloudy 
weather, with showers, and warm, sultry 
atmosphere predominated. The con- 
ditions were excellent for the progress of 
all .crops, which have made rapid, and 
in. many sections, phenomenal advyance- 
ment, YVhe excessive moisture and 
showers, where they prevailed, seriously 
delayed the grain harvest, thus result- 
ing in some damage. Fruit, potatoes 
and vines suffered to some extent. Sun- 
shine was deficient in all sections, and is 
needed. 

Reports, without exception, are fa- 
vorable to an excellent crop of corn, the 
only danger being an early frost. Sweet 
corn is rported.a week in advance of 
the average s¢ason in Vermont, and in 
some sections the yield will be the larg- 
est in 10 years, Oats, barley and wheat 
are generally good crops. 

There is, still some grass to harvest 
in all sections of New England. The 
larger portion of it, however, is in the 
southern states, where the wet weather 
has delayed haying. Mowing meadows 
and rowen are generally reported in 
good condition. The latter, owing to 
the large crops of hay that has been 
secured, is not of the usual importance. 

Fall apples of good quality are quite 
plentiful. The winter varieties, while 
improved, cre dropping badly and will 
fall far short of 
Grapes are uneven. Peaches continue, 
to rot and are not promising. Plums. 
will ._probably be a fair crop. Cran- 
berries have been damaged by sun seald 
and by insects. The crop is rapidly ma- 
turing. 


The cloudy, moist weather and showers" 


have not been very favorable to vege- 
tables. There is more complaint of 
rust and blight in potatoes than ‘in 
preceding reports. Tomatoes and vines 
are being injured. Notwithstanding the 
general complafnt there seems to be 
little apprehension of extensive dam-

Big Fire In New Yorke. 

__New York, Aug. 25.—The explosion of 
an ammonia tank, used inthe making of 
artificial ice, set fire at an early hour 
this morning to Jacob Hoffman's brew- 
ery, a 5-story brick structure. The 
flames spread rapidly, and the Central 
Bottling company’s plant, of which A. 
Wolff is the proprietor, soon.caught fire. 
Within a véry short time’ the entire 
block surrounded by Third avenue, 
Fifty-fourth and Fifty-fifth streets 
seemed to be doomed, The surrounding 
tenements, all filled with sleeping peo- 
ple, next ignited, and the bewildered

At 2:30 a, m. the fire was under con- 
trol. The loss is roughly estimated at 
$300,000. While there is no knowledge 
of loss of life it is not improbable that 
there were some fatalities. The night 
watchman. could not be found, and it 
is believed that he may have been killed 
by the explosion. 

Fall River Officer Killed. 

Fall River, Aug. 24.—Officer Louis 
Gormley was shot accidentally and killed 
last evening by a brother officer, Frank 
Pierce. The two men, with Captain 
Edson, were chasing Thomas Stratton, 
for whom they had a warrant, charging 
him with non-support. Stratton ran 
into a field, with the two officers hard 
after him, while Edson went another 
way to head him off. All three of the 
officers had revolvers in their hands, 
and Captain Edson had already dis- 
charged his in the air. 

Gormley was just ahead 
when herstumbled and fell. Pierce fell 
on top of him. On striking the ground, 
the revolver in Pierce’s hand. exploded, 
and the bullet passed through Gormley’s 
body, near the heart. The unfortunate 
man lived about five minutes,

My Deur Kate: 

Again I have a letter from my French 
correspondent, and this time he hits the 
very topic you wrote me about, and gives 
us a little lecture on eggs and their prep- 
ration. You will get a few hints, I am 
sure, by a careful perusal of his epistle.

, Dear Doctor: 
In the different letters I have written 
you I have said nothing about the one 
thing that is always in your house and 
always seasonal@, and that is the egg. 
Nothing that goes on to your table 
should be as fresh as the egg, because 
nothing is worse than a stale one. Un- 
der certain conditions an egg may be 
kept comparatively fresh for some days, 
but generally spéaking, to be at its best 
should never be more than three days 
cld. 

It is a peculiar fact that while the 
ways of cooking eggs are legion, still in 
many families eggs are seldom on the 
table;except when in cakes or pies, in 
any other form than boiled or fried 
Let us glance at a few other ways of 
preparing, none of which are difficult 
e@ndall delicious, Santen 

Try this recipe for breakfast or lunch. 
Take a dozen eggs and boil them till 
hard; take off the shells, cut the eggs 
in halves and rub the yolks through a 
fine sieve; put an ounce of butter anda 
cupful of cream into a saucepan, sea- 
€on with salt and pepper, thicken with 
a little flour or corn starch. When quite 
hot, but not boiling, stir into it half of 
the whites.of the eggs, chopped, and 
the yolks. .Arrange the remainder of 
the whites on a dish, pour the mixture 
over them and serve hot. 

There are some beauties about this 
recipe that’ you will not appreciate at 
first, as for instance, you can boil the 
eggs the day before, and also prepare 
them ready for the cream, if you desire, 
and then you have little to do to prepare 
your morning méal, Again, if you desire 
a more savory dish, you can easily have 
it by adding a little minced ham, a little 
onion juice, or some minced olives and 
a few mushrooms. This makes a fine 
luncheon dish when prepared in the lat- 
ter way. 

Here is another you will like. Put a 
half pint of cream into a saucepan and 


let in come to a boil; stir.intoit a half | 


dozen eggs well. beaten and seasoned 
with salt and pepper. Pour the mixture 
into a hot pan, brown it quickly and 
serve with chopped parsley. It-is de- 
licious. 

A particularly tasty dish of eggs is 
made in this way: Fry two. small 
minced onions in butter-until brown, 
then mix with them a dessertspoonful of 
vinegar, a little salt and pepper. Butter 
a dish, spread the onions over it, break 
over them a half dozen eggs and put into 
a hot oven. When the eggs are cooked 
to your taste.cover them with bread 
crumbs that have been fried in butter 
and still hot and serve. This is a great 
luncheon dish. a 7 

Another of a different character may 
please you even better.for lunch, and I 
will send it along. Take some thin slices 
of bread, trim off the crusts, lay them on 
a well buttered dish and cover with 
thin slices of rich, but mild, cheese. Beat 
up enough eggs to cover the bread, 
season with salt and a little cayenne 
pepper, and pour over the slices. Put 
the dish in a moderate oven and bake 
till the eggs are set. Serve while ‘very 
hot and from the same dish. You may 
use grated Parmesan cheese sprinkled 


over the sliced bread if you prefer.

I want you to try, because it may also 
be served as entree at dinner, Have a 
pint of rich tomato puree and cook in it

Take twelve eggs, ‘their weight in pow- 
dered sugar, and half their weight in 
flour; beat up the yolks with the sugar, 
adding’ a little grated Jemon peel and 
orange flower water; whip the whites 
separately into ‘a stiff froth; mix with 
the other, then stir in the flour and beat 
the whole together; butter a mold, and 
put in the mixture, and bake in a mod- 
erately hot oven. These biscuits are 
very light and delicate. 


ROAST SWEETBREAD AND PEAS, 
Wash the sweetbreads, drop into boil- 
ing water, cook 15 minutes, then plunge 
into ice cold water and allow them to 
‘remain half an hour, -Wipe dry,-rollLin 
beaten egg, then in cracker crumbs; 
lay ina dripping pan, pour around 
them half a cupful of boiling water in 
which has been melted a teaspoonful of 
butter; cover and bake half an hour, 
basting several times. Remove cover 
and brown. 30il some green peas, 
season with butter, peper and salt, heap 
on a hot dish and lay, the sweetbreads 
around them. 
YANKEE PLUM PUDDING. 
Take a pudding boiler which has a 
tight cover and butter it well. Put at 
the bottom some stoned raisins and then 
a layer of bread cut in slices and some 
butter or suet..,Repeat until the tin is 
nearly full. Take milk enough to fill 
the boiler and to every quart add three 
or four eggs, some nutmeg and salt and 
sweeten with half. sugar and half mo- 
lasses. Cover tight, drop it irito boiling 
water and cook three or four hours. 


STUFFED STEAK. 

Take a round steak and spread with 
a stuffing made as for turkey. Roll it up 
and tie it, and roast from half to three- 
quarters of an hour,

_A Deserved Tribute. 


_ The Congregationalist pays a mer- 
ited tribute to Andover’s famous school 
and its principal, Dr. Bancroft, in the 
following: 


“One hundred and twenty years ago 
a school was opened in a carpenter’s 
shop in Andover, Mass., founded by 
Samuel Phillips, with Eliphalet Pear- 
son as its first master. It soon gained 
a national reputation. Among _ its 
earliest pupils avere boys of the Wash- 
ington and Lee families of Virginia. 
Its fame was already great when Dr. 
Samuel Taylor began his principalship 
there which continued for thirty-eight 
years. 

Not long after Dr. Taylor’s death, 
in 1873, Dr. C. F. P. Bancroft became 
the head of the school. A New Eng- 
lander by birth and training, a grad- 
uate of Dartmouth in 1860, and of An- 
dover Seminary in 1865, after some 
years’ experience as a’ teacher anda 
pe of study in the University of 
Talle, Germany, he took up the work 
which he has carried on with ivcreas- 
ing success for a quarter of a century. 

In a paper read before the heads of 
schools of secondary education, in the 
first year of his principalship in An- 
dover, Dr. Bancroft speaks of the re- 
adjustment of secondary education to 


‘| the needs of an expanding university 


lite as a difficult problem. But in. his 
review of the work of the last quarter 
of a century the problem is treated as 
one already solved or in full progress 
toward solution, and in the attainment 
of this result Phillips Academy and its 
honored principal have had no small 
part.’’

Window screens and weather strips’ 


Storm Wrecks the Barn and House of Sarah 
Sawyer—Week of Storms and 
Excessive Heat. 


The hot muggy weather which has pre- 
vailed this month and also a good portion 
of July and the severe storms which 
have prevailed will make the summer of 
98 stand out as one of the ‘most disagree- 


able seasons on record. 

As a probable direct result of the long 
continued hot wave, one of the worst 
electrical storms ever known here, broke 
over the town Tuesday evening, :esulting 
in great damage in various parts .of 
the town. Before six o'clock, black, 
ominous clouds could be seen in the 
northwestern horizon, lighted by fre- 
quent flashes of lightning, followed by 
the dull rear of distant thunder. 

Those who watched the coming storm 
saw the lightning flash brighter, the 
clouds grow darker aud noticed the thin- 
der sounded perceptably nearer at. each 
detovation, showing that the tempest 
was approaching at great velocity. 

Soou after six o’clock, the storm burst 
in all its fury. Rain fell in blinding 
sheets, blown almost parallel with ‘the 
ground by the powerful wind. ‘Thick 
darkness set’ in and the lightning was 
most impressive, the whole heavens be- 
ing illuminated by frequent flashes. 

‘The worst havoc was created in the 
south part of the town. ‘lhe barn be- 
longing to Miss Sarah Sawyer on Pros- 

ect hill was unroofed and-one-end 

lown off its foundation. ‘Twenty-seven 
head of cattle were buried in the debris. 
Four cows were killed outright, and 
three injured. Twenty tons of hay in 
the barn were left exposed ‘to the fury of 
the storm and most of it was ruined. 

The cyclone left destruction iu its 
path. Part of the roofof Miss Sawyer’s 
house was blown off, and windows were 
smashed in. A great’many appie tréés 
were destroyed. 

The wind played many peculiar freaks, 
A pitchfork in the barn was carried two 
hundred feet. In one room in the house,, 
the quilts were stripped from a bed and a 
trunk blown out through a door into an- 
other room. 

The roof of the barn was carried many 
yards, and a hen house recently built, 
containing 40 hens was blown 100 feet. ° 

Mr. Ordway, who boards at the Saw- 
yer farm, had just driven into the barn 
and unharnessed the horse when the 
storm struck. He received a stunning 
blow, aud was knocked up against a 
fence in the yard. He said it was pitch 
dark for several minutes, during which 
time he could not even see the house a few 
yards away. 

A wagon belonging to W. T. Sellers, 
which was standing in front of the house 
was badly damaged. Mr. Sellers’ little 
girl reached the house just in time to es- 
cape the storm. 

The roar of the cyclone was heard at 
William Tucker's, also the sound of the 
crashing timvers when the barn was 


Struck. 


The Sawyer barn is located on the 
southwestern brow _of Prospect hill, the 
highest elevation in Essex county. The 
barn is a large one built years ago, the 
frame being made of hewn oak timbers. 

E. H. Berry, and anumber of men from 
the neighborhood worked a good part of 
the night clearing away the debris. 
They attempted to ring ina fire alarm 
but it failed to work. ord was sent to 
the engine house and the hook and lad- 
der truck was dispatched to the scene. 
The police were also notified and assisted 
in the work. 

Miss Sawyer carried no insurance on 
her property. The loss will amount to 
several thousand dollars as the barn, 
seventy-five feet long will have to be re- 
built. Miss Sawyer takes her misfortune 
philosophically. The same spirit which 
made her farming venture successful an- 
imates her in the face of the loss of her 
many years of hard labor. Wednesday 
morning carpenters began the work of 
demolishing the barn, preparatory to the 
work of erecting a new structure. 

Awnings on the bank building were 
demolished, and a window in the hall- 
way of the second. floor of the build- 
ing in which Chin Wing has his laundry 
was blown in and the glass in the hail 
door shattered. A tile from the steeple 
of the Baptist church was hurled to the 
ground. Limbs were torn from trees in 
the square and trees were blown over in 
all parts of the town. 

The fire alarm wires crossed causin 
several strokes of the alarm to be sound- 
ed. Washouts caused by the storm a 
week ago were made larger Tuesday. 
Mauy dangeruus places about town will 
receive the prompt attention of street 
commissioner Chandler. 


The Heat and the Storms. 


While the thermometer has not. regis- 
tered above the nineties at any time, the 
air has been so humid that the heat has 
been much haider tw stand. For weeks 
at atime there has been little chance to 
get a breath of good clear fresh air with 
ozone enough in it to make it bracing. 

The past week has been the worst one 
for,dug day heat this summer. The air 
has been particularly sultry and people 
are beginning to say that they, have never 
known 80 long a spell of such weather in 
Andover before. 

Severe thunder storms have been fre- 
quent and Andover has had her share. 

One of the worst summer north. easters 
drenched the town last Friday, «It rained, 
in torrents nearly all day. The sewer 
contractors were not expecting such a 
storm at this time of year and were conse- 
quently unprepared for the cloudburst. 
As a result the sewer was flooded, pipes 
broken and many washouts recorded. 
Stoney brook has not been so high in 
years, if ever before in August. and dur- 
ing the height of the storm, the gutters 
were miniature rivers.

For Work of the Massachusetts Volunteer 
Aid Association in Saving Men 
at Montauk Point. 


Henry L. Higginson, treasurer of the 
Massachusetts Volunteer Aid Association 
has made public the following appeal for 
additional funds, which is self-explana- 


tory. ‘ : 

“We of the Massachusetts Volunteer 
Aid Association promised the other day 
that when we needed more money we 
would ask for it. We now doask for a 
considerable sum. 

We have spent much more than we ex- 
pected in preparing the huspital ship Bay 
State for actual service. She is now in 
the West Indies, where she will get sick 
men and bring them North and perform 
this work for many weeks still. We do 
not as yet know the cost of running her, 
but it will be a considerable sum, and 
meanwhile she is in fine conditign and 
busy. : 

We have now a fresh duty on band. 
So soon as the camp at Montauk was es- 
tablished, we prepared to send a diet kit- 
chen, with cooks and fresh provisions, 
under the care of Dr. Prescott, in order to 
relieve the sick and wounded men in the 
hospitals and in order to feed the conval- 
escents and bhalt-sick men who are com- 
ing from Cuba. We knew that prompt 
action would save a great deal of suffer- 
ing anda great many valuable lives and 
we are doing the best in our power. We 
have-established a boat service from New 
London to the wharf near Montauk Point. 
We have sent six cooks and a number of 
physicians and sixteen nurses to that 
camp, together with carloads of provis- 


ions, and we have prepared ourselvés.to. 


feed the sick and wounded from any 
State and also the regular troops. We 
obtained our permit from Secretary Al- 
ger to establish a diet kitchen on the con- 
dition that we should treat all sick men 
alike— the volunteers and the regulars. 
In the zeal of the fpeople to succor men 
of their own State,-the United States reg- 
ular troops, who have necessarily borne 
the brunt of the hard work and who have 
done fine service, aré neglected. They 
are the real soldfei's, well-trained, well- 
cummanded by accomplished officers, and 
are our mainstay. They come from all 
the states and deserve the admiration and 
kind treatment of all citizens. I, for one 
wish to use our provisions at Montauk 
for them as well as for Massachusetts men 
and ask givers to approve of this wish, if 
they will. A friend has given us a boat 
for twenty days, which runs regularly 
from New London to Montauk Point, 

All this is costing money and will cost 
a great deal more, but what is the cost 
in comparison with the sacrifices already 
made or the suffering and lives which we 
may save? We therefore appeal for gen- 
erous gifts once again in order to accom- 
plish this special work at Montauk. 

The war is over, but the damage caused 
by the war is not repaired. We appeal 
urgently because now is the time of all 
times when we need to make our best ef- 
forts to heal the sick and to save many 
more mén from being sick.”

LETTERS FROM ABROAD 


Mrs, Selah Merrill now at Jerusalem and 
Miss Maria H, Dow Relate Experiences. 


The following is an extract from a let- 
ter from Mrs. Selah Merrill, at Jerusalem. 


“The noise in the street on Sunday 
morning began vigorously as, early as six 
o'clock. 

‘The various church bells added to the 
general effect, since all but the Protes- 
tant churches hold early services. ‘That 
reminds ‘me that I saw a ridiculous state- 
ment in One of our papers to the effect 
that no bells had been allowed in the 
Holy City up to the present time, but 
that as aspecial concession to the Ger- 
man Emperor, the Sultan, had permitted 
achime to be placed in the new German 
church. 

As a matter of fact, ever since I have 
known anything about Jerusalem, one 
has been deafened by the clanging of the 
Greek and Russian bells, of which there 
are many. ‘The Latin Patriarchate has a 
fine chime, which they have had for 
years, as has other of the Catholic 
churches; and the Americans as well. 
Within a few years the English church { 
has acquired a chime of sweet-toned- 
bells, so when the German bells are 
struck, it will add a little more to the 
babel of bells. 

The Glorious Fourth passed by very 
quietly, There was an informal recep 
ion at the Consulate. for any American 
citizens who chose to pay their respects. 
Ail the other countries represented bere 
—except, of course, the Spanish—had 


eral of the representatives called. There 
is a Quaker mission at Ramallah which 
has been in operation fifteen or twenty 
years. At first it was a joint affair of 


years ago they separated; the Americans 
having full control of this mission and 
the English taking a similar school in 
Brumans, a village in the Lebanon, A 
Mr. H—— of North Berwick, Me., bas 
been here for the past two years enlarg- 
ing the building, making a new cistern, 
and putting the mission premises and 
affairs upon a permanent basis. He has: 
introduced various conveniences, such as 
a wind-mill and tank for supplying the 
house with an ample amount of water, 
Mr. and Mrs. H—— have invited us sev- 
eral times to visit them, so on Tuesday, 
the 5th, we mounted our fiery steeds 
(aonkeys) and accompanied them home, 
—(They had, been here two or three 
days) The distance is about ten miles 
and directly north. We were three and 
a half hours in going and arrived just 
after sunset. ‘The village lies on a ridge, 
rather high, dnd one can frum various 
points, see the Mediterranean Sea and 
portions of the plain and beach. We 
spent two nights, coming home the 
morning of the third day, having en- 
joyed the country with its birds and its 
freshness and quiet very much. In the 
mission gruunds are three small groups 
of the umbrella pine, which grows now 
chiefly in the Lebanon, but with a little 
care wonld grow in any of these hills. 
There are also plums, prunes, peaches, 
apricots, almonds, English walnuts, 
olives, pears; ete.’ Of course most of 
the trees are comparatively- young —but 
they are thrifty aud many of them bear 
weil. 

The reason that the natives do not 
plant more trees is the ruinous rate of 
taxation which the government imposes 
on anything that bears a crop. The 
people of mallah have been paying a 
road tax for a long time in order to have 
a good road made into Jerusalem, but the 
money disappears aud the same dreadful, 
stony path remains just as it was sixteen 
years ago when I first went over it; and 
quite likely as it has been for hundreds 
of years. If you could see it you would 
wonder how animals escaped with’ un- 
broken legs. 

Two weeks ago we went with Mrs. 
D——, wife of the English Consul, and 
nine others, to Aetas, one of the sites 
suggested for Emmaus. It is two or 
three miles south of Bethlehem. We 
drove to Solomon's Pool, on the road to 
Hebron, and walked from there, It took 
us wbout three quarters of an hour. to 
reach the spot where we were to lunch, 
We found a large spreading fig tree, 
large enough: for us all to find a place and 
spread our table-cloth besiée. Tea made 
over an alcohol lamp refreshed sume of |- 
us. We had to leave this delightful spot 
long before we wished in order to walk 
back to the carriage. On the way home | 
we stopped at Mae Elyas, a convent 
about half way between Bethlehem and 
Jerusalem, where some other friends had 
come and prepared tea and cake. The 
view from this convent was particular] 
fine and the air was very fresh and cool. 
On setting vur faces homeward we found 
a young Englishman out for a spin on 
his wheel, and he escorted us home, 
though I must say that at times he was 
out of sight, as he could go much faster 
than our horses. There are, perhaps, 
ten bicycles in Jerusalem. The roads 
are not first class for that amusement. 
Yesterday afternoon we went to tea with 
some Ameiicans who have been here 
many ‘years. 

A few weeks ayo locusts appeared, and 
it was thought they might do much dam- 
age, but they disappeared very soon, and 
although they ate some tender things 
like cucumbers and kuga, the injury was 
small. They were rather small, so pos- 
sibly their destructive ability was not 
fully developed. Watermelons are now 
in their prime, and the yellow melons 
also; plums, figs and apricots are. still 
abundant. - 

Many public improvements are being 
pene for the coming of the German 

mperor, but as usual the public treas- 
ury is empty, so what will actually be 
accomplished, I do not know. Nearly 
all the decided benefits to the public are 
the results of imperial vr semi-imperial 
visitations. The people here wish they 
occurred oftener, that is, those who do 
not have to pay increased taxes on that 
account.”

stand when I started on this trip 
abroad, that I would not waste my 
time writing letters, but f-am-enjoying 
every moment of the voyage so much 
that I want others to share the pleas- 
ure with me, as they certainly would 
had I the gift of making. them see 
these wonderful things with my eyes, 
A literary friend kindly loaned me her 
fountain pen to use in my travels. Let 
us hope that some dripping of her 
talent, inadvertently left in it, may 
ooze through its point and produce re- 
sult8 to which my unassisted brain is 
unequal. } 

Our party of five left the Leyland 


sone: family. Probably some 


line pier at Boston at noon~of July 6. 
We sailed out of the harbor, waving 
our. adieux to the-many.-friends..who 
had comé to “bid us “good bye, --and 
watched their answering signals till 
distance hid them from our view. 

The weather was perfect, with a 
cloudless sky and a smooth gea, and 
the cool breeze as our stately! steamer 
—the largest, that leaves Boston har- 
bor—moved steadily over the water, 
was most refreshing after the intense 
heat we had just experienced. We 
considered ourselves fortunate—and 
now that we are nearing the end of 
our voyage, we see no reason to 
change our opinion—in-being able to 
secure passage on one of the largest 
steamers of the Leyland line, It is 
only about three years since they be- 
gan to carry passengers on their cattle 
steamers, of which this is one of the 
largest, the Armenian, on which our 
party have engaged passage home, and 


.the Cestrian, being of the same size as 


this;—but they have become so popu- 
lar that it is necessary to engage a 
berth months before hand, or run the 
risk of losing the chance, 

The printed list on this trip numbers 
fifty-one passengers, including four 
infants under four years of age all of 
of the, 
luxuries of some of the palatial 
senger steamers of other lines are 
missing, but. we have every needed 
comfort, and any lack of‘style”’ is 
more than counterbalanced by the su- 
perior steadiness of the boat. Some 
of our fellow-passengers have crossed 
common. remark .among them: “TI 
never was on so steady a bdat.” There 
has been scharcely any seasicknes on 
board. Possibly I might, for a con- 
sideration, furnish the Brush company 
with a testimonial in favor of their 
“Blixer Prophylactic,”. which they 
claim is, ‘An -Unfailing Remedy for 
Seasickness,” and which we have all 
taken faithfully according to direc- 
ons, beginning, twenty-four hours be-, 
ore sailing, but my candid opinion is 
that with these favorite skies and this 
smooth sea, I should have escaped the 
malady without it. I certainly can say 
nothing against it, and some of these 
experienced travellers speak emphati- 
cally,ih favor of it, so we shall probab- 
ly fortify ourseleves against any ad- 
verse freaks of wind and wave on the

Our staterooms are commodious and 
convenient as staterooms, As sleeping 
appartments at home they would seem 
rather crowded, as each one has four 
occupants, (Some of the staterooms 
are arranged for two.) As we began 
to unpack our steamer trunks, the re- 
mark of the girl who wrote home from 
boarding school that she had a place 
for everything and everything in its 
place, and it ‘was the top bureau 
drawer” came forcibly to mind, How- 
ever, as a friend of ours used to say, 
“We can get along with very little 
room if we only Keep good natured,” 
and a more jolly party than we are it 
would be hard to find. 

“Of course the first thing we did after 
we were out of sight of land was to ex- 
plore the boat which was to be our 
home for ten days, It measures 535 
feet from stem to stern,—and here let 
me state that all facts and figures that 
require exactness Will be verified by 
ithe efficient and competent conductor 
of our party, who is remarkable for his 
accuracy—as our Captain Shepard 
would say, and whose hobby is “Facts, 
sir, facts!’.though in no other respect 
does our genial friend resemble the 
Gradgrind of one of Dickens’ stories, 

In the hold are 840 cattle, shipped by 
the Swift company of Chicago. They 
look very comfortable and chew. their 
cuds as contentedly as if they were in 
their stable at-.home, They are in 
bharge of 27 men—18 of them inexperi- 

ienced hands—several of whom are col- 
ege ‘boys who in this way earn their 

e. They are a merry set of fel- 
jows and seem to take kindly to their 
work, though they do not report their 
food and sleeping accomodations as 
first-class. But they do not object to 

“roughing it,” and they will have little 
or nothing to do on the homeward trip. 
Some of them are newspaper corre- 
spondents, and add materially to their 
neome by writing’ There are some fine 

ingers among them, and they some- 
times gather on the lower deck and 
sing college songs as they lounge at 
ease on the bales of hay. Part of an 
original song, which the, young gentle- 
men og our party induced them to let 
him copy, runs thus, to the tune of 

“Marching through Georgia.” 


“O, the cattle are’ the meanest beasts 
. For eatin’ of the hay, 
We feed ‘em ‘bout a. thosand bales

If any of your readers would be sat- 
isfled. to substitute an other adjective

possibly be more strictly in’ accord- 
ance with the original. 

We visited the refrigerating machine 
which cools the storage rooms in 
which are 3500 quarters and 1100 cases 
of | beef. About two-thirds of it be- 
long to the Swift company, and one- 
third. to the Hammond company of 
Chicago—the latter company being the 
first to ship beef across: I should be 
glad to be able to give a scientific de- 
scription of the machine and itswork- 
ings as was given to me, but my ed- 
ucation in chemistry is too deficient 
torenable-me,to do so and I can only 
speak.of the results as IT saw the pipes 
coated with frost half an.inch thick, 
glistening in the electric light. 

One evening we descended into the 
depths of the huge monster that, carri # 
us and saw its inner workings. Three 
long flights of stairs down from the 
decks we saw the eighteen flery furnces 
that are being constantly fed. to keep 
this ravenous creature in working or- 
der. The stokers have a hard life of it. 
Such extreme heat alone, without the 
exertion required in the constant shov- 
eling of coal, must shorten a man’s 
life, No wonder that sometimes rea- 
son gives way and the poor creatures 
throw themselves overboard in their 
delirium. I donot think, though, that 
any such tragedy has occured on the 
sips of the Leyland line. We saw the 
mighty engines, and entering a long, 
narrow tunnel, we went to the stern, 
and saw all the way the revoving shaft 
which turns the single screw. Each 
revolution of the screw is recorded 
an indicator. We shuddered 
passed the place where one of 
men caught his hand in the revolving 
shaft the second day out, and injured 
it so severely that three fingers had to 
be amputated, and-he-may_have to lose 
his whole hand. A subseription has 
been taken up for him among the pas- 
sengers and a generous sum of money 
was collected. The temperature of 
these lower regions s extremely high. 

T have not begun to tell of all the In- 
teresting things we have seen and 
heard, but this too long a letter already 
86°I will close hoping that this imper- 
fect account of my experience at sea 
may ericourage some of my fair readers 
to “go and do likewise,’""

How Cadet Boardman Died, 


Mrs. Boardman, the mother of Cadet 
Boardman, has received a letter from 
a Classmate of her son, who was with 
him on the Amphitrite, Cadet Foley, 
He writes of the details of the wound- 
ing of Cadet Boardman. 

As previous)y stated the fatal accl- 
dent occurred at the St. Juan light- 
house. This had been taken possession 
of by United States forces and had been 
attacked by a strong Spanish force, 
Boardman was one of the volunteers 
who went ashore to aid in repelling the 
enemy. He was in command of squad 
deployed as skirmishers flanking the 
light house, where nine frightened wo- 
men had taken refuge. The enemy was 
attacked and were driven off with loss. 
Boardman and his little squad pursued 
them as far as it was safe for so smaln 
a force to go, and returned flushed and 
excited by their victory. 

So intense was the heat that equip- 
ments were thrown aside. Some one 
threw a belt in which was a revolver, 
to the floor within three feet of where 
the young cadet was standing. The pis- 
tol was discharged and the fatal bul- 
let struck Boardman in the thigh, pass- 
ing through the bowels and striking the 
hip bone, by which it was deflected, 
taking an. upward course. Everything 
was done for the wounded man. which 
could be done. He was taken on board 
his ship and the best surgeons in the 
fleet summoned, but it was evident that 
the wound was mortal. Notwithstand- 
ing his great suffering the young hero 
lived for four days and toward the end 
was free from pain and passed away 
peacefully. 

The noble nature of this brave young 
to his 
mother, written after he was shot, a 
copy of which is now in her possession. 
It was written to reassure the loved 
ones at home, and to save them anxtie- 
ty should the news reach them that he 
had been wounded. It is brief and 
sneaks of the skirmish at the light- 
house, saying that he received a slight 
wound, but would be all right the next 
day. 

Cadet Foley will’bring the precious 
letter to his comrate's mother and 
nlace it in her bands. As has already 
been stated the body of Cadet Roard- 
mon was huried on-the iste of Poloni- 
mus. off the evereme eastern end of 
Porto Rico, and the grave ovroverly 
marked, Tt is stated that Dr. Chamber- 
lain of thie eitv will eo south and re- 
turn with the remains.
